“ This represents Mr. Lawler’s idea 
of the position the working classes 
should take. 
The trouble with him 
iB that he has not kept pace with the 
adv anced ideas of gov ernment. He is 
300 years behind his time. His the­ 
ories are those of the days of Henry 
VIII and Queen Elizabeth, when gov ­ 
ernment was considered an oppressiv e 
machine, whose purposes were to col­ 
lect taxes and make the people behav e, 
and when the gov ernment was best 
gov erned then was gov erned the least. 
Since that time the human race has 
made progress. 
The Declaration of 
Independence declared that man has 
certain inalienable right« ,among which 
are life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness, and in the latter phrase 
was contemplated the achiev ement of 
happiness. Ev ery tramp is a reproach 
to civ ilization; ev ery man who is will­ 
ing to work and can’t get work is a 
reproscb to civ ilization; ev ery man 
who labers and whose wages aro ab­ 
sorbed by another, that is also a re­ 
proach to civ ilization. 
These condi­ 
tions are clearly unconstitutional ac­ 
cording to the constitution itself, and 
when Mr. Lawler says there is no 
power in law or the constitution to

Good Stuff, This. 
The ninth annual report of the bu­ 
reau of statistics of labor of the state 
of New York contains the result of a 
special inv estigation into the effeet of 
the tariff on labor and wages, Com­ 
missioner Charles E. Peck distribute 
8,000 blanks to as many wholesale es­ 
tablishments throughout the state, 
and of this number, 6,000 or 75 per 
cent, were returned with full aud cor- 
reot answers. 
The period of inv esti­ 
gation includes the year immediately 
prior to the enactment of the MoKin- 
ley bill and the year immediately fol­ 
lowing its becoming a law. From 
tabulated statements accompanying 
the report, it appears that there was a 
net increase in wages of $6,377,925.09 
in the year 1891, as compared with 
the amount paid in 1890, and a net in­ 
crease of production 
of 
$31,315,- 
130.68 in the year 1881 ov er that of 
1890, An analysis of the table further 
shows that of the 67 industries cov ered 
therein, 77 per cent of them show an 
increase either of the wages er pred­ 
uct, or both, and that there were 89,- 
717 instances of indiv idual increased 
wages during the same year.—Trib­ 
une.

Dakota. 
While in the northwewt ac In­ 
dian attem pted to murder him, but the 
traveled American g ot the drop on the 
m U kin aud there wa* oncSm nx le*a for 
the g overnment to feed. Th« major wa* 
an unerring *hot. 
Such wna the career of Major Wilkes up 
to 1873, when he came to Kan*a« City. He 
did not epend an hour Idly after he g ot 
here. 
He secured wrork within a few 
hour*. 
Half a dozen week* later he looked 
like a different man. N aturally of portly 
habit, as th« doctor« *ay, he wa* a trifl- 
heavier than u*ua! after caring for hii:i*elf 
a few week*. 
He « pent hi* money on a 
wardrolie, preferring a boutonierre for hi* 
carefully pre**ed lapel to a luncheon, if 
one bad to g ive way to the other. Sucli a 
man wa* the major. It did not take a 
per*on of bi*g ood appearance and eleg ance 
of m anner long to win the favor of new 
friend*. Like a man of the world, he took 
g oo<l tare th at thoae new friend* were men 
of « landing and wealth.

The Journal publishes the above, 
when it knows that anyone who read 
an account of the meeting at Nor- 
m&nna hall at which time Dan. Law­ 
ler’s labor day speech was riddled by 
Mr. Donnelly, knows it to be false. 
The Journal has twisted the poetry 
and prose around so as to give .itself 
a chance to publish what its editor 
knew to be a good hit and not have 
it strike the mark at which it was 
aimed. What was actually said is as 
follows: 
“I want to say a few words” said 
Mr. Donnelly, “in reply to a point 
made by Mr. Lawler in his address at 
the labor demonstration today. It is 
stated he declared there is no remedy 
in laws or statesmanship for tho evils 
affecting the working classes, and ex­ 
pressed the opinion that forbearance, 
moderation and intelligence will do 
more to solve the question than all the 
platforms of 
all of the political 
uarties. This means that there is no 
remedy in law but that the working 
classes may keep on amusing them­ 
selves by organizing. 
This declara­ 
tion of Mr. Lawler’s reminds me of 
the old rhyme: 
Thera wa* an old lady said how 
S h u l I conquer thia t ow? 
I will ait ou .he Mille and continue lo einile, 
It may eof leu tho heart of Ute cow. 
“This represents Mr. Lawler’s idea 
of the position the working classes 
should take. 
The trouble with him 
is that he has not kept pace with the 
advanced ideas of government. He is 
300 years behind his time. His the­ 
ories are those of the days of Henry 
VHI and Queen Elizabeth, when gov­ 
ernment was considered an oppressive 
machine, whose purposes were to col­ 
lect taxes and make the people behave, 
and when the government was best 
governed then was governed the least. 
Since that time the human race has 
made progress. 
The Declaration of 
Independence declared that man has 
certain inalienable rights,among which 
are life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness, and in the latter phrase 
was contemp]awd the achievement of 
happiness. Every tramp is a reproach 
to civilization; every man who is will­ 
ing to work and can’t get work is a 
reproach to civilization; every man 
who labors and whose wages are ab­ 
sorbed by another, that is also a re­ 
proach to civilization. 
These condi­ 
tions are clearly unconstitutional ac­ 
cording to the constitution itself, and 
when Mr. Lawler says there is no 
power in law or the constitution to 
right these conditions and thereby 
promote the happmess of the people 
he reads wrong. 
Will the readers of the Journa 
please compare the two statements 
and ascertain whether Donnelly says 
these things er whether he claims 
Dan. Lawler’s declarations remind 
him of the old rhyme. To be sure 
the Journal would like others to be 
honest but cannot afford to travel in 
that road itself. 


Good Stuff, This. 
The ninth annual report of the bu 
roau of statistics of labor of the state 
of New York contains the result of a 
special investigation into the effest of 
the tariff on labor and wages, Com­ 
missioner Charles E. Beck distributed 
8,000 blanks to as many wholesale es­ 
tablishments throughout the state 
and of this number, 6,000 or 75 per 
cent, were returned with full and cor 
reot answers. 
The period of investi­ 
gation includes the year immediately 
prior to the enactment of the McKin­ 
ley bill and the year immediately fol­ 
lowing its becoming a law. From 
tabulated statements accompanying 
tho report, it appears that there was a 
net increase in wages of $6,377,925.09 
in the year 1891, as compared with 
the amount paid in 1890, and a net in­ 
crease of production 
of 
$31,315,- 
130.68 in the year 1881 over that of 
1890, Au analysis of the table further 
shows that of the 67 industries covered 
therein, 77 per cent of them show an 
increase either of the wages #r prod 
uct, or both, and that there were 89,- 
717 instances of individual increase of 
wages during the same year.—Trib­ 
une.

Major Wilkes came to Kansas City in 
187?5. He hail fought for his country, re­ 
ceiving wounds that he carried to his grave 
down there in sun scorched Pueblo. He 
quitted the civil 
war Dear its close 
to go to Russia 
In the domain bf 
the czar he became 
an attache of the 
secret service. Ile 
learned the Rus­ 
sian language ami 
became so thor­ 
oughly 
Russian 
that the highest 
officers of the czar 
regarded him with 
great confidence. 
At tile moment 
when his future in 
the service of the 
E. v. WILKES. 
nation was bright­ 
est he left the empire anti traveled in 
Europe. After mastering French. German 
aud Spanish Major Wilkes returned to 
America. Ho became a j>ost trailer in 
Dakota. 
While in the northwest ac In­ 
dian attempted to murder him, nut the 
traveled American got tile drop on the 
redskin and there was one.Sioux less for 
the government to feed. The major was 
an unerring shot. 
Such was tile career of Major Wilkes up 
to 1873, when he came to Kansas City. He 
did not spend an hour idly after he got 
here. He sieur* *1 work within a few 
hours. Half a dozen weeks later he looked 
like a different man. Naturally of portly 
habit, as I he doctors say, he was a trifle 
heavier than usual after caring for himself 
a few weeks. He spent his money on a 
wardrobe, preferring a bontonierre for his 
carefully pressed lapel to a luncheon, if 
one hail to give way to the other. Such a 
man was the major. It did not take a 
person of his good appearance and elegance 
of manner long to win the favor of new 
friends.

bloomed once more on the major’s coat. 
For several years he lived at Oajaca. 
From that point he corresponded with sev­ 
eral persons in Kansas City.

For several months the state labor com­ 
missioner and his assiatan's have been at 
work p rep aring a statement of the relative 
number of mortgage foreclosures for the 
years 1381 and 1391, together with the land 
values. 
It lias been the p revailing im­ 
p ression for some time that the financial 
condition o! the farmers of the state has 
been getting worse aud worse. 
The object 
of the commissioner was to discover wheth­ 
er this was correc. or not. 
He has discov­ 
er« ! that the number of foreclosures for 
the year 1391 is but a small p ercentage of 
the number of foreclosures for the year 
1381. 
The table included in liis rep ort has 
been gathere*l from the records of the 
courts and other county 
offices. 
The re­ 
p ort sayr: 
Mortgage Foreclosures and ¡.and Values 
in Minnesota. 
Rep ort of the- Rureau ot 
],a*» or .Statistics: 
For the p ast two years the 
t tate Rureau of Labor Statistic* has been 
gathering the statistic« of farm va'urs and 
mortgage foreclosures, mortgage redemp ­ 
tions, etc, lor the two year« 1331 and 1391. 
The object is to ascertain so lar as such 
statistics can show, whether the :armiiur in­ 
dustry of the state is more or less p rosp er­ 
ous to-day than ten years ago. 
The statistics o f laud values are, together 
with all the other alli« l statistic» , comp iled 
Iroin the records of the legister of deed« ' 
offices iu ti e several counties of tha state. 
In the tables of land value are included the 
sales of land by the acre. 
It takes no ar-

The same story is toi« i in a 
different way by the record of lan« l sales 
which will be p resented in the series of 
tables already referred to. 
In marked contrast with these counties 
m which the farmers have a system of di­ 
versified crop s are all tbethreeother grou{» s 
in which the other mortgage foreclosure* 
of the state are arranged. The greatest 
contrast is p resented by p lacing the record 
of the cities by the side of the farming 
co'.nties group ed as above. 
One of the 
larger cities of the state shows more fore­ 
closures than al! the counties in croup one.

The Foreclosures of Mortgages 
on Farm Lauds in Min­ 
nesota 


Were in 1891 Less Than One- 
Fourth What They Were 
in 1881. 


F o r several m o n th s the state labor co m ­ 
missioner and bis a s s is ta n t have been a t 
work preparing a statem ent of the relative 
n u m b er of m ortgage foreclosures for the 
years 1381 an d 1891, together with the lan d 
values. 
It ha* been the prevailing im ­ 
pression for som e tim e th a t the financial 
condition of the farmers of th e state has 
been getting worse aud worse. 
The object 
of Ihe com m issioner was to discover w heth­ 
er this was correc. or not. 
H e has discov­ 
ered th at th e n u m b er of foreclosure* for 
tlie year 1891 is but a sm all percentage of 
llie n u m b er of foreclosures for the year 
1881. 
T he table included in his report has 
been gathered from the records of the 
courts and other county offices. 
The re­ 
port say?: 
Mortgage Foreclosures and Land Values 
in M innesota. 
Report of Hie- B ureau of 
L abor Statistics: 
F o r the past two years the 
t tate B ureau o f L abor Statistic* has been 
gathering the statistic* of farm v a! lies and 
mortgage foreclosures, mortgage redem p­ 
tions, etc., for the two years 1881 and 1891. 
The object is to ascertain so tar as such 
statistics can show, w hether tile lan d in g in ­ 
dustry of the slate is m ore or less prosper­ 
ous to-day than ten years ago. 
The statistics o f laud values are, together 
with all the otiier allied statistics, com piled 
from the record* o f the register of deed*’ 
offices in ti e several counties o f the stale. 
In tlie tables of land value are included the 
sales of land by the acre. 
It takes no ac­ 
count o.‘ land sold by the lot or block as in 
tin- towns and cities. 
In cacti county iii the 
state there is first taken an abstract of ail 
transfers

land

gain* twenty-two coontie* are a part wa* 
in 1891

Some 
o f these counties, as M ower and Fillm ore, 
experienced in 18& the sam e m isfortune 
th a t overtook a few o f th e counties in 
?;ro u p two in 1891. 
U p to th at tim e th ey 
lad depended alm ost exclusively upon one 
or two principal crops. 
A p artial failure 
or depression o f prices for tw o or three 
years brought m u ch suffering. 
I t also 
lorced m an y farmers to sell o u t at a sacri­ 
fice, au d m an y others lost their all by the 
foreclosure of the m ortgages given to se­ 
cure debt. 
By the change to ad iv ers'ficd 
system of crops a great change tor the bet­ 
ter begun. 
This change in varying degree 
is show n by this record of m ortgage fore­ 
closures. 
T he sam e story is told in 
a 
different way by the record of land sale* 
w hich will be presented in the series of 
tables already referred to- 
In m arked contrast with these counties 
in which the farmers have a system o f d i­ 
versified crops are all tlie th re eo th e r grou{>s 
in which the oilier m ortgage foreclosure* 
of the state are arranged. 
The greatest 
contrast is presented by placing the record 
of the cities by the side of the farm ing 
counties grouped as above. 
One of Hie 
larger cities of the state shows m ore fore­ 
closures than a 1! the counties in c ro u p one. 
Tile era o speculation led m an y peop'e or 
sm all mean* to buy lan d iii or near cities 
on credit.

Lovers of literature will be interest­ 
ed iii the recent discovery in n small 
house of the buried city of Pompeii of 
two Mesial lions representing respect­ 
ively Horace and Virgil. The death 
of Horace occurred eight years before 
the Christian eraVuid that of Virgil IO 
years earlier, while the date ot the 
destruction of Pompeii by the erup­ 
tion of Vesuvius is A. D. 79. 
Hence the portraits are not contem­ 
porary, though they cannot be placed 
very long after the age of the poets. 
But although they are in that respect 
only fancy portraits, M. Gaston Bois- 
sier has pointed out to -the French 
Academie des Inscriptions that tlfoy 
have a distinct resemblance to the 
miniatures of Horace and Virgil given 
in tile manuscripts of the twelfth and

readiness to use it when ever it is man­ 
ufactured and put on the market. It 
may interest tho readers of the Lum­ 
berman to know that in addition to 
the fibre which it is possible to ex­ 
tract from the pine needles, in Ger­ 
many a valuable oil is secured, which 
is tho basis oil used in the manufao 
turo of St. Jacob oil, and now import­ 
ed into this country for the purpose 
named.

The Journal publishes the above, 
when it knows that anyone who read 
an account of the meeting at Nor- 
manna hall at which time Dan. Law­ 
ler’s labor day speech was riddled by 
Mr. Donnelly, knows it to be false. 
The Journal has twisted the poetry 
and prose around so as to give itself 
a chance to publish what its editor 
knew to be a good hit and not have 
it strike the mark at which it was 
aimed. What was actually said is as 
follows: 
“I want to say a few words” said 
Mr. Donnelly, “in reply to a point 
made by Mr. Lawler in his address at 
the labor demonstration today. It is 
stated he declared there is no remedy 
in laws or statesmanship for the evils 
affecting the working classes, and ex­ 
pressed the opinion that forbearance, 
moderation and intelligence will do 
more to solve the question than all the 
platforms of 
all of the political 
D&rties. This means that there is no 
remedy in law but that the working 
classes may keep on amusing them­ 
selves by organizing. 
This declara­ 
tion of Mr. Lawler’s reminds me of 
the old rhyme: 
There wan an old lady said how 
S h ail I conquer th is cow? 
1 w ill sit on .h e stile and continue to sin lle, 
It may soften the heart of the cow . 
“This represents Mr. Lawler’s idea 
of the position the working classes 
should take. The trouble with him 
is that he has not kept pace with the 
advanced ideas of government. He is 
300 years behind his time. His the­ 
ories are those of the days of Henry 
VIII and Queen Elizabeth, when gov­ 
ernment was considered an oppressive 
machine, whose purposes were to col­ 
lect taxes and make the people behave, 
and when the government was best 
governed then was governed the least. 
Since that time the human race has 
made progress. The Declaration of 
Independence declared that man has 
certain inalienable right*,among which 
are life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness, and in the latter phrase 
was contemplated the achievement of 
happiaess. Every tramp is a reproach 
to civilization; every man who is will­ 
ing to work and can’t get work is a 
reproach to civilization; every man 
who labers and whose wages are ab­ 
sorbed by another, that is also a re­ 
proach to civilization. 
These condi­ 
tions are clearly unconstitutional ac­ 
cording to the constitution itself, and 
when Mr. Lawler says there is no 
power in law or the constitution to 
right these conditions and thereby 
promote the happiness of the people, 
he reads wrong. 
Will the readers of the Journal 
please compare the two statements 
and ascertain whether Donnelly says 
these things er whether he claims 
Dan. Lawler’s declarations remind 
him of the old rhyme. To be sure, 
the Journal would like others to be 
honest but cannot afford to travel in 
that road itself. 


Good Stuff, This. 
The ninth annual report of the bu­ 
reau of statistics of labor of the state 
of New York contains the result of a 
special investigation into the effest of 
the tariff on labor and wages, Com­ 
missioner Charles E. Peck distributed 
8,000 blanks to as many wholesale es­ 
tablishments throughout the state, 
and of this number, 6,000 or 75 per 
cent, were returned with full and cor­ 
rect answers. The period of investi­ 
gation includes the year immediately 
prior to the enactment of the McKin­ 
ley bill aud the year immediately fol­ 
lowing its becoming a law. From 
tabulated statements accompanying 
the report, it appears that there was a 
net increase in wages of $6,377,925.09 
in the year 1891, as compared with 
the amount paid in 1890, and a net in­ 
crease of production 
of 
$31,315,- 
130.68 in the year 1881 over that of 
1890, An analysis of the table further 
shows that of the 67 industries covered 
therein, 77 per cent of them show an 
increase either of the wages #r prod­ 
uct, or both, and that there were 89,- 
717 instances of individual increase ot 
wages during the same year.—Trib­ 
une.

A fteT r.nnouiieing the death at Puebla, 
Mexico, of Major E. V. W ilkes, aged fifty- 
three, t he Kansas City Times goes on to say: 
Major W ilkes came to Kansas City in 
187?I. 
He hail fought for his country, re­ 
ceiving wounds that he curried to bin grave 
down there in sun scorched Puebla. 
He 
quitted the civil 
war near its close 
to go to ltuud$ 
In the domain of 
the czar he became 
an attache of the 
secret service. H e 
learned the Rus­ 
sian language and 
became so thor­ 
oughly 
Russian 
that the highest 
officers of the czar 
regarded him with 
great confidence. 
At the 
moment 
when his future in 
the .service of the 
nation was bright­ 
est he left the empire and traveled in 
Europe. 
A fter mastering FVencL German 
and Spanish Major W ilkes returned to 
America. 
lie became ft i>ost trailer in 
Dakota. 
W hile in the northwest an In­ 
dian attem pted to murder him, but the 
traveled American got the drop on the 
redskin and there was one Sionx less for 
the government to feed. 
The major was 
an unerring shot. 
Such was the career of Major W ilkes up 
to 1873, when he came to Kansas City. 
He 
did not spend an hour idly after be got 
here. 
He secured work within a few 
hours. 
H alf a dozen weeks later he looked 
like a different man. 
N aturally of portly 
habit, as tlie doctors say, he was a trifle 
heavier than usual after caring for himself 
a few weeks. 
He spent his money on a 
wardrol**, preferring a boutonierre for bis 
carefully pressed lapel to a luncheon, if 
one bad to give way to the other. 
Such a 
man was the major. 
It did not take a 
person of his good appearance ami elegance 
of manner long to win the favor of new 
friends. 
Like a man of the world, he look 
good care that those new friends were men 
of standing and wealth. 
Less than a year after his arrival in 
Kansas City, Major W ilkes had become a 
bosom friend of Captain Ira Harris and 
his brother, Colonel Harris, then the rich 
operators of the rolling m ills at Rosedale. 
In a few months the major was in the en­ 
joym ent of a good position in the office of 
the mills. H is clothing was better now, his 
shoes neater and his boutonierre always 
fresh w ith the dew of morning. 
Every­ 
body liked him. L iu le hy little he climbed 
into a knowledge of the affairs of the Har­ 
ris brothers, and as aurely did they ad­ 
vance the newcomer in their interest. 
A 
day finally came when 
Major 
W ilkes 
owned the rolling mills, w hile the Harris 
brothers left the city w ith less money than 
they brought with them. 
It was through no fault of the major’s, 
however. 
A t any rate, no one ever hinted 
at it. 
He was regarded as honest to the 
end. 
Many Kansas City people remem ber 
the manner in which Major W ilkes lived 
while here. 
Soon after the control of the 
m ills passed into his hands he bought the 
splendid home at the southwest corner of 
Sixteenth and W yandotte streets. 
He bad 
down town offices in the liaini building. 
Every day he drove from his office to his 
home in a handsome break that would 
torn half of Central park whips green 
w ith jealousy. 
Major W ilkes had servants too. 
A 
household of maids, waiters, valets and a 
stableful of coachmen, grooms and out­ 
riders completed his retinue. 
Nobody be­ 
fore him or after him ever entertained as 
gorgeously as did Major W ilkes and his 
wife—for he had a wife. 
He married her 
in Chicago. 
She w as handsome and he 
was handsome; so they made a stunning 
couple. 
B ut that is all over now. 
He is 
dead; she married a man at Burlington, 
W is., after she got her decree, but—well, 
to fall back to the major’s career. 
People 
wondered how he conld afford to spend so 
much money. 
Their wondering had its 
effect. 
One day the major failed. 
That w as not 
so long ago. 
The servants left; the horses 
were sold off last, and with the carriages 
the furniture in the house at Sixteenth 
and W yandotte went too. 
It was a hard 
blow to him, but he never onoe forgot to 
wear his boutonierre. 
In the storm >A ad 
versity his handsome full face reflected th* 
blush of the rose that never faded in his 
buttonhole. 
H e remained about town for 
a little tim e, making a few enemies by his 
carelessness regarding his business. 
Then 
he showed some letters to friends in which 
it was explained that Mrs. Major W ilkes 
was no longer his wife. 
A decree had been 
obtained quietly; the whole thing was am­ 
icable. 
The major was never otherwise 
than suave. 
And so he passed away. 
There was a 
day when he w as not seen in the hotel cor­ 
ridors or at his club. 
The flower girl who 
had sold the rose to him each day—he bad 
no conservatory any longer—watched in 
vain for his portly figure. The roses that he 
wore were next plucked in the southland. 
There was one dark shadow over the passing 
of the major. He left a mother, so the story 
goes, and a sister. They were at Independ­ 
ence when he went away, and in order to get 
to Kansas City they had to borrow a few 
cents for car fare. Once here, they eked out 
an existence w ithin hailing distance of their 
luxurious surroundings of the happy years 
that had just left them . 
To the major’s 
credit let it lie said that the report has 
been received that he sent substantial 
checks to his old mother after a year or so 
—money that has made her declining years 
easy. 
Major W ilkes was next heard from as a 
machine shop laborer at Oajaca, old M ex­ 
ico, where he wtts the recipient of the mag- 
nificeut stipend of ninety cents per diem. 
There is pluck for you. 
The petted officer 
of the Russian secret service; the daring 
soldier in America; the capitalist and gen­ 
tleman, a foundry laborer at ninety cents 
a day! He grew rich again, so that his 
shiny broadcloth gave away to the best 
textiles on Mexican shelves. 
The rose 
bloomed once more on the major’s coat. 
For several years he lived at Oajaca. 
From that point he corresponded w ith sev­ 
eral persons in Kansas City. 
One of them 
w illl)e pained to hear of the major’s death; 
yes, it w ill grieve her to think that the big 
hearted man is no more. 
It is not known whether Major W ilkes 
was w ealthy when he died. 
Missionary 
Green writes vaguely of a w ill that he had 
him make and he tells that his identity is 
established in the death certificate for the 
txse of the insurance adjusters. It is proba­ 
ble that the relatives of the major w ill find 
an investigation of the case worth their 
time. 
M eanwhile the man who saw so 
much of the world, who tasted of its 
pleasures and who dipped in the pools 
of disappointment, lies under the sand in 
La Puebla with the tfees of a tropical 
clim e bending over his shallow grave, 
the soft breezes dropping on the mound 
the flowers that the major loved so welL

fo tunately o n ly too well deserve .' but is 
equally deserved by m ost w ell-to-do house­ 
holds. 
To take only the item of ood; now 
m uch is o ten wasted in the preparation of 
a bincie dish which forms but a pait ot one 
ot the courses of a dinner. 
The plea that it 
can be well afforded is no justification lor 
w HSte. 
T he tw o chief article# o f food w hich a e 
wasted are bread and tat. 
Few of our 
cooks recognize the value 6 f either o f tlie*e, 
although the French cooks know the vaiue 
of the 
orm er tinder its m ore impv,*ing 
nam e o f c! apelure. 
In plain Engl ah this 
is stale bread dried in the oven and broken 
dow n, or nearly pnlverized, by being roiled 
with a hc&ty ston e bottle; not on any ac­ 
count w ith the rollin g pin tout is u e d f>*r 
pastry, because the hard crusts indent the 
w oonen 
roiling pins, and even scratch 
the m arble one?, 
an<4 
this 
is 
apt 
to 
m ake the pastry heavy. 
These crumbs 
should lw assorted and kept in bolt e*. 
brown atul w hite bread separately, and 
coar-e and fine crum bs also separately, and 
they are then ready for u»e when needed. 
The preparation is an easy maJUer when the 
cook gets into the habit ot 
collecting all 
I h e c ’eau b itsof bread and putiing titem to 
dry in the oven over nizbt, and anv leisure 
m om ent can be spent in pulverizing and 
sifting the crum b . They are used in m any 
ways— :or fried fi»b, fur ham*, for pmt- 
dings. 
It is a vexation to prepare crum bs 
every tim e that they are needed; w hile, if 
hotties ot chapeiure are at hand, o vari­ 
ous degrees of fineness the di-hes that re­ 
quire crum bs cau be prepared at very short 
notice.

It has been the prevailing im ­ 
pression for som e tim e that the financial 
condition of the farmers o f the state has 
been getting worse and worse.

He has discov­ 
ered that the num ber o f foreclosures for 
the year 139L is but a sm all percentage of 
the num ber of foreclosures for the year 
1881. 
T he table included in his report has 
been gathered from the records o f the 
courts and otiier county offices. 
The re­ 
port sayr: 
M ortgage Foreclosures and Land V alues 
in M innesota. 
Report o f the^ Bureau of 
Labor Statistics: 
For the past two years the 
f tate Bureau o f Labor Statistics has been 
gathering the statistic* of farm values and 
m ortgage foreclosure*, m ortgage redem p­ 
tions, eta , lor the tw o year# 1881 and 1891. 
'I lie object is to ascertain so sur as such 
statistics can show, whether the fam iln e in ­ 
dustry of the state is more or less prosper­ 
ous to-dav than ten years ago. 
The statistics o f land values are, together 
with all the otiier allied statistics, com piled 
from the records o f th e register of deeds’ 
offices iu tt e several counties o f the state.

Capfc. William A. Andrews, already 
famous for his daring adventures in 
small boats on the storm y Atlantic, 
has again set sail on a novel and in­ 
teresting voyage. 
He crossed the ocean twice before, 
first in the “Nautilus,” when he was 
accompanied by his brother, who has 
since died, and again in the “Mer­ 
m aid,” both of these trips being made 
to Land’s End, England. A few years 
ago he again attem pted the passage 
in a boat, called the “ Dark Secret,” 
but, after battling with contrary 
winds, high seas and terrific storm s, 
he reluctantly consented to give up his 
efforts after a struggle of sixty-tw o 
days, and returned to America on a 
bark which kindly consented to take 
him and his sea-beaten boat back to 
New York. 
The cajktain is a very interesting 
character. 
He is a man of fixed pur-

1*0vers of literature will be interest­ 
ed in tbe recent discovery in a small 
house of the buried city of Pompeii of 
two Medallions representing respect­ 
ively Horace and Virgil. The death 
of Horace occurred eight years before 
tbe Christian eraVmd that of Virgil 10 
years euriier, while the date ot the 
destruction of Pompeii by the erup­ 
tion of Vesuvius is A. D. 79. 
Hence the portraits are not contem ­ 
porary, though they cannot he placed 
j very long after the age of the poets. 
i But although they are in that respect 
only fancy portraits, M. Gaston Bois- 
sier has pointed out to -the French 
Academic des Inscriptions that tlmy 
have a distinct resemblance to the 
miniatures of Horace and Virgil given 
in tiie manuscripts of the twelfth and 
thirteenth centuries. The Pompeiian 
medallions are only of a very medi­ 
ocre character when regarded solely 
from an artistic standpoint. This 
very fact strengthens the idea of a 
continuous artistic tradition a sto the 
bodily presentment of the two poets. 
Tbe Pompeiian artist and the mon­ 
astic scribe < ould have had no direct 
connection, but they may easily have 
derived their figures from a common 
source. 
Another point of interest is to see 
the popular criticism within le s s than 
a century after their death, linking to­ 
gether Horace and Virgil. 
How en­ 
during their fame is may be realized 
if we remember that now, after tiie 
lapse of 19 centuries, they have more 
readers and admirers than at any 
preceding period. 
It is to be feared 
that few of the literary reputations of 
modern ages will withstand so success­ 
fully “the cankered tooth of Tim e.”-*

such a study that he is prepared to 
meet every argument against the risks 
which spring to the minds of his critics, 
yet the New York Herald put the case 
in a nutshell when it said: “The fact 
th at Capt. Andrews can cross the 
ocean in 0 cockle shell merely proves 
that small boats are safe when a Capt. 
Andrews sails them. Amateurs should 
remember this when the wind begins 
to sing.” 
The captain himself says that “half 
the people who are drowned lose their 
lives because they do not realize that 
a boat cannot sink. 
An iron vessel 
might, or a ship loaded with a heavy 
cargo, but a row boat, sail boat or 
ordinary wooden vessel may capsize, 
but 
will, 
nevertheless, 
float. The 
passengers on the great ocean steam ­ 
ers run some risk when they go to sea, 
but all around 
the deck they see 
wooden boats hung up on which they 
nre taught to depend for their lives if 
the big steamer goes down. These 
boats are often crushed against the 
great vessel or are capsized in lower­ 
ing. 
I am alone in a wooden boat en­ 
tirely under my own control, and, in 
my opinion, far safer than others ” 
An ingenious theory but hardly a fair 
one. 
Capt. Andrews is by trade a piano 
maker. He built the "Sapolio” at 
A tlantic City in the presence of hun­ 
dreds of people, and exhibited it on the 
Long Pier for several weeks. It is a 
canvas folding boat lined with half 
inch cedar and decked over with the 
same. 
In order to fold it there must 
be three longtanvas hinges from stem 
to stern, andttiedaringCaptain writes 
by an incoming ship—when he is hun­ 
dreds of miles from shore—that he 
finds the “Sapolio’ in a sea-way is a 
scrubber but very leaky.” 
No better 
proof of his coolness and pluck could 
be given. 


The start was made at 4 30 Wed­ 
nesday, July 20th, the destination 
being Palos, Spain. 
Capt. Andrews 
has instructions to scour the seas un­ 
til he discovers th at port and the 
starting point of Columbus. 
It is be­ 
lieved that, sailing in a fourteen foot 
boat without so much as a hot cup of 
code to vary his diet of biscuits and 
canned goods, he will, Bingle-handed, 
eclipse the record of th at Spanish- 
Itaiian adventurer who alm ost failed 
to cross the great ocean, with three 
ships, 150 men, after securing the 
Queen’s jewels to pawn and having 
the blessing of the church thrown in. 
This Columbus is sailing in a boat 
which had never been in the water un­ 
til the hour when he started on his 
4,000 mile trip. 
He had been spoken 
in mid-ocean several times, scorning 
all assistance and confident ol ul­ 
tim ate success. 
His effort 
should 
interest 
all 
Americans as a test of pluck, en­ 
durance and good seamanship. That 
it is not a foolhardy affair is proved 
by 
his former success and by the 
notable trip in which he battled for 
sixty-tw o days without reaching the 
other side. Thousands of people saw 
the start, his presence at different 
points 011 the ocean has been noted 
by large nqiqhers oi vessels, and his 
landing on the other side will no doubt 
be made a m atter of public demon- 
station and rejoicing. 
As he sailed 
from the pier he said, “ In sitxy days 
I will be in Spain,” and u p to the last 
reports he had made hetter time than 
he anticipated. Every day during the 
voyage a bottle will be thrown over­ 
board noting the location and other 
information about the trip. 
If Captain Andrews succeeds in 
reaching Spain and joining in the Oc­ 
tober celebrations which will be held in 
honor of the discovery of America, he 
will theq return in one of the great 
steamers and arrange to exhibit bia 
boat and the log which he writes up 
lay by day, at the World’s Fair in 
Chicago, where he will bo one of the 
features of the magnficent display 
which the manufacturers of Sapolio 
are now perfecting.

“ I saw an odd sight in Luzerne 
county a few days ago,” said E. B.
